Crimson Clover 


TIMOTHY (Phleum Pratense).—This makes one 
of the most popular, nutritious and salable of hay 
grasses. It is best adapted for sowing on clay or 
heavy loam, lowlands or in mountainous districts, 
although it will do well on any good loamy soils, 
provided moisture is abundant. It does not succeed 
so well, however, as Orchard, Tall Meadow or 
Herd’s Grass on soil of a sandy or loamy texture, 
and is not of so much value for pasturage as other 
grasses. Red Top or Herd’s Grass and Meadow 
Fescue mature at the same time as Timothy, and 
are excellent grasses to sow with it, both for hay 
and pasturage. 


ORCHARD GRASS (Dactylis Glomerata).—Or- 
chard Grass is a Very vigorous grower, and yields 
large crops of excellent and most nutritious hay, 
and will last for years in increasing value with 
proper treatment. It is succulent and nutritious, 
and when mowed requires only a few days of sea- 
sonable weather to start it growing again, and 
usually two good crops of hay can be cut in a 
season. Orchard Grass fields can be kept in a 
continuous state of productiveness, provided a light 
seeding is made early each spring. It can be sown 
either in the spring or fall, although it is best sown 
in the spring.

KENTUCKY BLUE GRASS.—Kentucky Blue 
Grass is one of the richest and most nutritious of 
pasturage grasses, and should be largely used in all 
pasturage mixtures, except on very light or sandy 
soils. For fall, winter, and spring, it makes the 
very best of pasturage, and mixed with other 
grasses, like Herd’s Grass, or Red Top and Meadow 
Fescue, or Randall Grass, will give an excellent 
all-the-year-round pasturage.
